Supervisor James L. Gallagher Chosen 
Mayor Temporarily— Reform Forces 


Are Now in Control of the City 


Government. 


San Francisco, June IR.—Under or- 
dears of William II. Langdon, the dis­ 
trict attorney, the 
board of super­ 
visors adopted a resolution declaring 
Mayor Eugene Schmitz temporarily 
unable to perform his official duties 
and appointing Supervisor Jam es L. 
Gallagher acting mayor. 
The latter 
says he will assume the mayoralty at 
once 
and 
lie denied 
th at he 
has 
made arrangem ents with the district 
attorney or anyone 
to resign at de­ 
mand In order to make way for a re­ 
form mayor whose name is yet to be 
announced. 
Assistant District Attorney Heney, 
Rudolph Spreckels, Mr. Langdon and 
their immediate associates in the graft 
prosecution are by this move placed 
in actual control of the municipal sit­ 
uation. 
That they will be allowed so to re­ 
main without legal contest by the con­ 
victed m ayor’s attorneys 
is not ex­ 
pected. 
It is the plan of the prosecu­ 
tion to call for the resignation in a 
few days of some one of the eighteen 
supervisors. 
This forthcoming, Act­ 
ing Mayor Gallagher will appoint to 
the v a c a n c y a man named by the dis 
trict attorney. 
As soon as he takes 
office Gadegher will resign from the 
mayor’s chair and his resignation will 
be accepted. 
New Member to Become Mayor. 
The txinrd, acting under orders from 
the prosecution, will select the new’ 
member as president pro tem pore and 
by virtue of the office he will at once 
become acting mayor. 
The man most 
persistently mentioned for this place 
is Attorney Joseph Dwyer, president 
of the Independent League, but that 
political connection Is said to render 
him unacceptable 
to Mr. 
Spreckels 
the financial guarantor of, the whole 
graft investigation. 
The first act of the reform mayor 
if the prosecution’s programme is car 
-led out, will be to demand the reslg 
nation

Schmitz administration, whose places 
will he filled with reform agents as 
fast as vacancies are created. 
Trnless

Steven 
son and Holcomb Recovered. 
Newport News, Va., June 18.—Clad 
In full naval uniforms and with face 
and 
hands fearfully 
mutilated, the 
bodies of Midshipmen P. H. Field of 
Virginia, class 1906; 
AV. H. Steven­ 
son, North Carolina, class 1000, and F. 
P. Holcomb of Delaware, class 19.07, 
were found in Chesapeake bay.

A fisherman off Ocean View’ discov­ 
ered a floating body of a midshipman 
and turned it over to one of the numer­ 
ous launches that had been scouring 
the bay ever since Captain Mann of 
Fie steam er Washington reported to 
Admiral Emory that he had sighted a 
corpse off tin* Thimble 
shoal light­ 
ship. 
The 
body was 
mangled and 
bruised and the face and hands had

w'as pat aboard the tug Potomac.

suffered the most severe loss by hav­ 
ing its exposition building totally de­ 
molished. the roof of the grandstand 
blown off, the reservoir wrecked and

Several 
workmen barely 
escaped

some of the buildings that later were 
wrecked and they barely escaped by 
seeking open ground during the worst 
of the storm.
